England Becoming More Sober ; 
Convictions of Drinkers Drop

LONDON, Sept. 19.—As a na- 
tion England is be¢oming’)more 
and more sober. An official re- 
port by the Home Office made 
public today showed 9,254 fewer 
convictions for drunkenness last 
year than in 1927. The total of 
55,642 for 1928 is the lowest in any 
year since the end of the World 
War. ' 

From figures which apply to 
England and Wales it is revealed 
that in both countries 60 per cent 
of the arrests for drunkenness 
Were made during week-ends. _ 

This report bears out recent 
statements that England is not be- 
comitig dry but rather temiperate. 
Instead. .of .spirits the. British 
are drinking beer and light wines 
and former drinkers of strong ale 
are now consuming light beer.

Governor Flem D. Sampson and

The consolidation of 
the National City and the Corn Ex- 
change, which has been approved by 
the directors of both_ institutions, 
will bring together total resources of 
$2,386,066,401, which will exceed the 
total resources of the Midland Bank, 
Ltd., of London, which, at the 
approximate, current rate of ex- 
change are $2,303,013,576. 

The consolidation will be effected 
by an exchange of stock on the basis 
of four-fifths of a share of National 
City Bank stock for each share of 
Corn Exchange...

Lindberghs Reach Miami After Fast Flight, 
Hop for HavanaT oday on South American Trip 





MIAMI, Fia., Sept. 19.—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh, accompanied 
by, his wife and other passengers, ar- 
rived here today from ‘Charleston, 
after a fast flight during which he 
averaged about 150 miles an hour. 
He was completing preparations for 
a 7,000-mile flight, to start ‘at 8:30 
A. M.. tomorrow to open a new air 
mail and passenger service to. South 
America. 

Weather conditions were being 
studied by. means of radio. reports 
from various points along the route, 
as the flight will traverse the Wind- 
ward and Leeward Islands, known as 
the ‘‘hatchery. of hurricanes,’’ during 
the height of the storm season. 

A tropical disturbance, indicated 
teday as several hundred miles north 
or northwest of Porto Rico in reports 
to the Washington weather bureau, 
also was reported by Cuban stations 
to be a safe ria yee off the course 
of the tight to: San Juan. 

Both Colonel and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh eatin we Senos immediately 
upon their arrival at 1:25 P. M. today 
from Charleston. A leisurely flight 
to Miami, with one stop en route, 
had been indicated, but once in the 
air .the .

Will Reopen Issues Later. 

If there were any doubt’ previously

PARIS, Sept. 19.—It_is quite plain 
that the French Governmént will ac- 
cept the invitation to.a five-power, 
naval conference: But it is just as 
plain that the French do not intend 
to fall in with any Anglo-American 
plan for the abolition of submarines. 
It is also plain that the French will 
not accept the extension to cruisers 
and other auxiliary craft of the ratio 
established at the Washington con- 
ference for capital iy 

Indeed, inguiry at the French cap- 
ital shows that Paris does not take 
precisely the same position with re- 
gard to the coming conference as is 
taken. by London, as well as by 
Washington. 

While both Premier MacDonald 
and President Hoover appear to look 
upon these negotiations as being 
called to write into definite form the 
limitation of all sorts of.naval craft, 
in the French capital one hears it 
repeated that the a meeting 
will be a sort of preliminary meet- 
ing to some other meeting, presum- 
ably at Geneva. It is also insisted 
that naval disarmament must be part 
of the general scheme. 


‘French Lack Information. 


If this means that the -five-power 


decision, is to be final only when in- 
corporated into ‘a larger and more 
comprehensive scheme, it is evident 
that the situation may be compli- 
cated. ; : 

It would appear from their re- 
actions that the French have not 
been kept sufficiently in touch with 
the Anglo-American negotiations, for 
there seéms to be a lack of under- 
standing of what Mr. MacDonald and 
Mr. Hoover hope to accomplish at 
the January meeting. If the French 
approach the conference with their 
present unsettled ideas it is evident 
that the negotiations must be long 
and complicated. 

Mr. MacDonald’s statement of last 
Monday, that his agreement with 
President Hoover must be found in 
consonance with what is done at the 
five-power meeting, was not at all 
understood here. If the British 
Prime Minister means that a cruiser 
agreement. with America does not 
count unless it fits in with some 
other agreement on cruisers, ‘the 
French would like to know what 

reement we are thinking about. 

hey point out that their present 
equipment of ‘cruisers an sub- 
marines puts them’ far above the 
5-5-3-1.75 ratio for capital ships, and 
that they. will not accept that ratio 
for submarines and cruisers. As for 
battleships, they do not care espe- 
cially, and would readily fall in with 
any suggestion for the abolition of 
capital ships. 

his apparent uncertainty irritates 
the French and causes them to ask 
why, if a-private two-power agree- 
ment between Britain and France 
was such a bad thing last year, how 
it happens that a private agreement 
now between England- and America 
becomes quite all right. In other 
words, they fear the effect of joint 
pressure by England and America 
working ‘together at the proposed 
five-power meeting. 


Italian Fleet Important. 


Of course, the relation of the 
Italian fleet plays a rdle in. the 
French position. The French have 


always felt that there. is something 
of a sting in a capital ship equality 
with Italy and, if they can, they wish 
to get a larger ratio in cruisers. It 
is argued that the French have 
coasts on two seas, and =m far 
colonies to protect, whereas Italy 
has no comparable needs. Over 
against this lies Premier Musso- 
lini’s dictum that he will accept as 
small a fleet as any other Continental 
power, which is another way of say- 
ing that he wishes equality with 
France on all c of warships. 
One cannot escape the conclusion 
that if skillful diplomatic negotia- 
tions bétween Mr. MacDonald and 
Ambassador Dawes have brought the 
Anglo-American dealings to the verge 
of success, there is need also of skill- 
ful diplomatic work to bring the 
French into line with the policies 
which the President and Premier 
hope to make successful in January. 
It seems wise to avoid a procedure 
which in’ France might be inter- 
preted as an effort of England and 
America to dictate the French naval 
strength.

“According to the terms of the 
present proposal, thé British Gov- 
ernment after 1936.would maintain 
a fleet of Oey: cruisers, consisting of 
fifteen 8-inc gun cruisers, and 
thirty-five 6-inch gun cruisers, hav- 
ing a total —e of 339,000 tons.

British to Have 24,000-Ton Lead. 


“This would make the British 
cruiser strength 24,000 tons greater 
than that of the United States; but 


the United States, on the other hand, 
would have six large cruisers more 
than Great Britain. - The British 
Government, however, wishes the 
United States to maintain only 
eighteen large cruisers—which would 
give this country a superiority of 
only three instead of six. Grea 
Britain is. willing that the United 
States should utilize for the con- 
struction of 6-inch gun vessels the 
30,000 tons so released. 

‘Im advancing these proposals the 
British Government has dropped the 
thesis maintained at Geneva that the 
British’ navy must have seventy 
cruisers. 

“Tt agrees that this number shall 
be reduced to fifty. In the second 
place it is willing to reduce the 
number of its large cruisers from 
eighteen to fifteen, and to allow 
American superiority in this type of 
vessel. In return it is willing to 
accept a total cruiser tonnage su- 
periority of only 24,000 tons. 

“On the other hand, in order to 
achieve parity, the United States 
wishes to build thirteen of the fif- 
teen cruisers authorized in the 1929 
act. It is surprising to find, how- 
ever, that the United States has also 
insisted upon the right to build five 
additional cruisers of a smaller size. 


Says Expansion Will Follow. 


“If Great Britain accepts the pres- 
ent American proposals. it means 
that the United. States will. build 


130,000 tons of 8-inch ir cruis- 
ors, plus 35,250 tons of 6-inch gun 
cruisers, or a total of 165,250 tons— 
which is 15,250 tons more than if 
ali the construction contemplated in 
the 1929 act had been carried out. 
Literally interpreted, the American 
proposals call for actual cruiser ex- 
pansion.”’ 

The association adds, however, 
that final judgment should be with- 
held until after the five-power con- 
ference has had an opportunity to 
discuss. the proposals. covering all 
classes of ships. 

In regard to the positions of the 
other three powers, the association 
states: ‘‘It is. recognized that no 
naval agreement. will be satisfactory 
which does not associate with the 
British Empire and the United 
States the other naval . powers;

Noel Baker, the British delegate, 
welcomed the Chinese proposal, ‘‘the 
principles of which commanded Brit- 
ain’s support.’’ He said further thet 
the organization of peace, since the 
enforcement of the Paris pact, has 
made’ more necessary the complete 
development of the machinery and 
organization for the society States.

WASHINGTON; Sept. 19.—In the 
critical situation in the Republican

If this plan of meeting for an ad- 
ditional hour each day does not offer 
the prospect of final action on the 
bill in the special session, it was 
agreed ‘to have the Senate later meet 
at 10 A. M., and then perhaps go 
into night sessions. 

Senator Watson told his colleagues 
that the demand of the country was 
for prompt disposal of the tariff bill. 
Business men, he said, were urging 
the Republican leaders to do évery- 
thing possible to get the new law 
into effect by the last of this year. 
He. said he thought this was the 
desire of all Senators and urged 
them to be more attentive to their 
duties and give more consideration 
to the debate. 

Night sessions, it was said, may br: 
started in the next. month.

Controversial Clauses Dropped. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (.—Sen- 
ate Finance Committee Republicans

Maps Speaking Campaign—No Ef- 
fort Made ts Get Out Big Pri- 
mary Vote, He Explains. 





Representative Fiorello H. La 
Guardia, Republican Fusion nominee 
for Mayor, returned yesterday to the 
Rothstein case when he commented 
on an answer made by District At- 
torney Banton to an earlier attack 
by Mr. La Guardia. © In his final pri- 
mary campaign speech on Monday 
Mr. La Guardia declared that -the 
murderer of Rothstein was known to 
the police and the District Attorney 
and that their failure to push the 
case was due to fear that “‘close con- 
tacts which Rothstein had main- 
tained with Judges, Tammany poli- 
ticians and the police in many illicit 
transactions’ would be exposed. 

“The only thing amazing to the 
public,’”? Major La Guardia said yes- 
terday, ‘‘is how the District Attor- 
ney’s office and the entire Police 
Department can be held in check 
from promptly doing their duty in 
order not to expose certain persons 
high in political circles.’’ 

r. La Guardia let it be under- 
stood. that he has not yet said nearly 
all he intends to say about the Roth- 
stein case, ; 

Derides Banton Statement. 

Mr. La Guardia’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Joab H. Banton, time to time 
District Attorney of New York Coun- 
ty, apparently was in town yester- 
day and issued a statement concern- 
ing the Rothstein case. His state- 
ment yesterday adds another chap- 
ter to the greatest lice. fiasco in 
history. What does Mr. Banton con- 
tribute to the Rothstein case by his 
latest blast? 

“First, he announces to an eager 
and anxiously waiting public that he 
has twelve detectives in search. for 
Herman Biller. But we have not for- 
gotten that Biller was in the custody 
of the police and permitted to go. 
He says—and I am quoting Mr. Ban- 
ton: 

““‘New York may be amazed to 
know that the Rothstein case is only 
the case of one gambler who quar- 
reled with another gambler because 
he;:cheated at cards.’ 

“Now, may we ask Mr. Banton,: 
who is the gambler who cheated at 
cards and why is he not put on 
trial? In one breath. he says it is 
Biller, in the next he says it is a 
gambler. The only thing amazing 
to the public. is how. the District 
Attorney’s office and the entire Po- 
lice Department can be held in check 
from doing their duty in order not 
to expose certain persons high in 
political circles. 

“Come again, Mr. Banton; you will 
have to do better than that.”

Americans to Resume Bringing In 
Pictures—Quota System Will Be 
Abolished Eventually.

PARIS, Sept. 19.—The Franco- 
. American film controversy, which 
began last September and since late 
March has resulted in a practical 
suspension of the Amercian motion 
picture business in France, has fi- 
nally been settled. Representatives 
of the French and American indus- 
tries signed an agreement today con- 
tinuing the status quo for one or two 
years, during which time both sides 
will work out a definite accord upon 
a principle other than the quota sys- 
tem. 

The Americans thus gain their 
main point, namely, a promise from 
the French not to adopt the quota 
theory as permanent basis for 
handling the importation of foreign 
films, and the French secure the set- 
tlement of an issue which has se- 
riously embarrassed the French film 
business by causing a famine of pic- 
tures. The picture theatres in Paris 
and throughout France have re- 
ported heavy losses because of their 
inability to obtain the necessary 
number of American productions. 

All that remains to make today’s 
agreement effective is.the endorse- 
ment of the French Government’s 
Superior Cinema Control Commission. 
The latter meets ‘Tuesday and in- 
asmuch as the Frenchmen who were 
present and endorsed today’s agree- 
ment dominate the government com- 
mission Tuesday’s action can be lit- 
tle more than a formality. As a 
matter of fact the understanding 
was signed in the office of Andre 
Francois Poncet, Under-Secretary of 
State for Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts, who has been handling 
the issue on behalf of the French 
government. Harold L. Smith, the 
Paris representative of the Will 
Hays organization, signed for the 
American industry.

The agreement in effect continues 
the seven to one quota upon which 
the Americans conducted business 
until the crisis at the end of March 
when the American industry as a 
unit suspended all further sale of 
pictures.

The local population understands 
that the reiteration of these regula- 
tions, Which were first issued on the 
fateful Friday, Aug. 23, is an indica- 
tion that a state of normality still 
does not exist and that safety is not 
yet assumed.

VIENNA, Sept. 19 (#).—Vienna ex- 
perienced a severe scare last night 
when a rumor spread through the 
city that a ‘‘putsch’’ was about to 
be sprung by the Heimwehr, the 
armed Fascist organization of Aus- 
tria. 

Cafés and all other places of enter- 

tainment were emptied and the 
streets were deserted, except for 
mounted police and motorcycle offi- 
cers, who were posted at strategic 
points.

The widespread char- 
acter of the rumor became apparent 
when telephone messages reached 
newspapers ‘heré from capitals of 
other countries. 

The rumor, it was learned today, 
grew out of a report that the govern- 
ment had received a warning through 
the Alpenlandische Heimatwehr, the 
official organ of the Fascist military 
organization at Innsbruck; saying 
that if it attempted to compromise 
with the Socialists in the matter of 
constitutional reform it would have 
to resign. The warning added that 
the Heimwehr was out to ‘‘extermi- 
nate’”’ all Socialist politicians.

Text of Announcement. 


The official announcement disclos- 


ing the British Government’s inten- 
tions and reviewing the recent his- 
tory of Anglo-Iraq discussions, -is- 
sued by the press bureau of the High 
Commissioner’s office, follows: 

After the suspension last Winter 
of negotiations between the Iraq 
and British Governments for re- 
vision of the financial and military 
agreements, the Iraq Government 
considered it advisable to direct 
attention to another means by 
which the country’s aspirations 
might be realized, namely, the 
termination of operation of exist- 
ing treaties by admission of Iraq 
to the League of Nations. 

Accordingly the Irag Government 
discussed the matter with the late 
Sir Gilbert Clayton, who expressed 
his willingness to support Iraq’s 
point of view and to address the 
British Government on the subject 
with all possible expedition. en 
the Labor Cabinet came into office 
Sir Gilbert Clayton proceeded to 
impress it with the necessity for 
an early decision on the Iraq 
proposals. A reply has now been 
received from the British Govern- 
ment in the following terms: 


To Begin Advocacy Next Year. 

“First, Great Britain is prepared 
to support Iraq’s candidacy for 
admission to the League in 1930. 


‘Secondly, Great Britain will in- 
form the Council of the League at 
its next session of Great Britain’s 
decision not to proceed with the 
Treaty of 1927. 

“Thirdly, Great Britain will in- 
form the Council of the League at 
its next session, in January, that 
in accordance with Article ITI of 
the Anglo-Iraq treaty of 1926, it 
proposes to recommend Iraq for 
we in the League 

It will be observed that Great 
Britain has now removed any 
qualification regarding the admis- 
sion of Iraq to the League. As it 
will be necessa to conclude a 
treaty before 1 to regulate rela- 
tions between Great Britain and 
Iraq after the latter’s admission to 
the League, steps will now be 
taken to prepare a draft treaty for 
that purpose. 

It is a matter for regret that this 
reply was on its way when Sir Gil- 
bert Clayton lay dying, as it would, 
no doubt, have given him the 
greatest pleasure to be able to 
communicate it personally to the 
ire Government.

The announcement marks the fur- 
ther trend towards consolidation of 
banking institutions in this country 
and possibly, too, foreshadows the 
time when banking institutions may 
have nation-wide branches, the final 
touch needed to make American 
banks supreme in world finance.

CALLS INCREASES. FUTILE 





And They Would Expose Us to the 
Wrath of a Europe NO Longer. 
Helpless, He Writes. 





The futility of many increases in 
tariff. schedules and the bad effects 
of exorbitant rates on ovr; interna- 
tional relations are stréssed by Pro= 
fessor F. W. Taussig’ of Harvard, 
former chairman of the United States 
Tariff Commission, in the October 
issue of Foreign Affairs, published 
yesterday. 

In the same issue Professor Andre

Urges Spirit of Peace. 
“Bvery one who has*meditated on 





the underlying causes of interna- 
tional friction,’ he writes, “cannot | 
but feel that it is the. spirit which | 
signifies. We must have a new and 
better attitude toward, foreign coun- | 
tries. We must dismiss the language 
of war when we speak of our inter- 
course and trade with them.

He Becomes Largest Individual 
Stockholder of Airport Proj- 
ect at Atlantic City. 


With the transfer of the) Atlantic 
City: Motor Speedway to the General 
Aero Corporation and the investment 
of more than $800,000 in the same 
company, Charles M. Schwab and his 
associates made their débuts in avia- 
ttion within the last few days, accord- 
ing to an announcement yesterday 
by Warren W. Lewis, vice president 
of the company.

The entire deal was handled through 
exchanges of common stock in the 
General Aero Corporation for the 


securities of the company acquired, 
and E. H. Holmes, president, said 
last night that Mr. Schwab and his 
associates had made other substan- 
tial investments in the affairs of the 
aviation company and properties 
along its proposed routes along the 
Atlantic Seaboard. 

Mr. Schwab has been an interested 
observer of commercial acronautics 
for several years. In 1927 he was a 
member of a committee which met 
at Columbia University and which in- 
cluded Henry Ford, Glenn H. Curtiss, 
Orville Wright and others who were 
leaders in aviation at the time. They 
decided the relative importance of 
the growing industry on the other 
major industries of the nation and 
with the assistance of Mr. Schwab 
made their plans for development.

The review disclases that a num- 
ber of important chan s are takinz 
place in America’s export trade. For 
example, finished manyfactures con- 
stituted 52.3 per cent: ef the total 
exports during the six months period, 
indicating that the United States no 
longer relies on its natural resources 
to maintain its excess of exports. 

During the half year exports of 
finished manufactures increased 22.6 
per cent, to $1,347,000,000, while ex- 
ports of crude materials, on the coa- 

rary, declined 10 per cent. 

Some of the most,striking gains 
among the finished. manufactures 
were made by machinery items. Sev- 
eral of these items, with their stand- 
ing among the first fifty leading ex- 
ports, are:

The chamber’s report shows that 
exports for the first half of the year, 
amounting to $2,623,000,000, were 
$245,000,000 or 10.8 per cent greater 
than a year ago. During the last six 
years the exports of the second half 
of the year have averaged 13.2 per 
cent greater than those of the first 
six months. 

“Should this rate of increase obtain 
for the last half of 1929,’’ the cham- 
ber declares, ‘‘total exports for the 
year would reach about $5,600,000,000 
to become the greatest year in our 
export trade, excepting the four war 
and post-war years, 1917 to 1920.””

Text of Pending . Resolutions, 


The resolutions now under consid- 
eration by the. Foreign. Relations 
Committee are as follows: 


Resolution: 


Whereas the Congress of. the 
United. States by an amendment 
(known as the Platt. amendment) 
to the army appropriation . act, 
approved Mareh -2,- 1901, defined 
the conditions under which the 
President could turn over to the 
people of Cuba the government of 
that island; and 

Wheras one of such conditions 
was that certain parts of said 
amendment should be included in 
the Constitution of the Cuban Gov- 
ernment and also.included in a 
permanent treaty with these United 
States; and 

Whereas, the snecified provisions 
of such amendment were enacted 
as a part of the Constitution of 
the Republic of Cuba and were em- 
bodied in a treaty signed May. 23, 
1903, and duly ratified; and 

Whereas under the terms of said 
Constitution amendment and treaty 
the Government of the United 
States reserved the right to inter- 
vene in the event a government 
adequate for the protection of life, 
liberty and property should be non- 
existent; and 

Whereas in the year 1920, pur- 
suant to a,request of the then ex- 
isting Government of Cuba, the 
United States sent a special envoy 
to Cuba to«formulate a code of 
electoral laws that would insure 
the free and untrammeled exer- 
cise of the right of suffrage vouch- 
safed by the Constitution of the 
Republic of Cuba, and the said 
code was duly enacted into a law 
of said ‘republic; and 


Protest of 1921 Is Recalled, 


Whereas, in the year 1921, a bill 
was introduced im.the Cuban Con- 
gress to amend the constitutional 


provisions’ with. ‘respect to the 
terms of office of members of Con- 
gress, which provoked the follow- 
ing protest’ from the United States 
throygh its said special envoy: 

“My, government has requested 
me to advise: your Excellency 
that it has given carcful consider- 
ation. to’ the proposed amendments 
to the Constitution increasing the 
number :and term of office for 
Senators and the term of office 
of Representatives of . Congress. 
It is the opinion of my government 
that these amendments very seri- 
ously attack the principles of re- 
publican representative govern- 
ment,. which should be. responsi- 
ble to the people at short and ade- 
quate intervals. This form of re- 
publican government was. estab- 
lished by the joint efforts of both 
our governments in writing the 
original Constitution of Cuhba’’; 
and 

Whereas the present régime by 
a series of emasculating amend- 
ments has destroyed the force and 
effect of said code and substitut- 
ed therefor the so-called emergen- 
cy electoral law of July 10, 1928, 
the effect of which has. placed the 
electoral and political machinery 
of the said republic in clear vio- 
lation of the Constitution, under 
the absolute control of the régime 
now in power; and 

Whereas the Congress of the 
said republic has fallen under the 
complete control and domination 
of the executive power, through an 
illegal parceling out to each mem- 
ber of Congress of part of the 
proceeds of the national lottery, 
under which arrangement the 
President, after retaining for him- 
self some three millions of dollars 
annually, allocates to each member 
of the Senate approximately $30, 
000 a year, and to each member 
of the House of Representatives 
$15,000 a year; and 


Election Held Unconstitutional. 


Whereas, m:) virtue of the ‘con- 
trol and domination of the legis- 
lative branch of the said govern- 
ment and the arbitrary and. illegal 
exercise of the executive power, 
an unconstitutional election held 
on Nov. 1, 1929,°resulted in contin- 
uing the President in power for a 
term of six years from May 20,

Documents Before Committee 


The statements made in the pre- 
amble of the resolution summarize 
in general terms charges contained 
in documents laid before the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations.

Among the exhibits are those per- 
taining to the case of Joseph E.

In view of these heavy losses, to 
which are to be added the names of 
Ralph Monk, Walter Pine, Joey 
Schaaf, Frank Muligan and Gran- 
ville Carrel, the wayfarer dropping in 
on the training camp of Pennsyl- 
vania might expect to find a pall 
hanging over the place. On the con- 
trary, there isn’t the slightest touch 
of gloom about the scene, and Head 
Coach Lou Young and his lieutenants 
could hardly be more optimistic. 


Outlook Is Very Good. 


“If Harry Warren measures up at 
centre as we expect him to,’ said 
the genial coach, ‘“‘our line will be 
better than it was last year and we 
have the fastest set of backs I have 
had in seven years.’’ 

If welant size and activity count 
for anything, the observer soaking 
over the Penn forwards could fin 
no reason to challenge the prophecy 
of Young. From end to end his line- 
men are as eye-filling a collecton as 
probably can be found on any East- 
ern gridiron and the first string set 
that he named as his starting line is 
composed entirely of experienced 
men, 

At the ends there are Olexy and 
Gervin, regulars last year. The 
tackles are Captain Utz and Tom 
Barrett, who saw considerable ser- 
vice as alternates for Smith last 
year.

Mr, CoupeRrT opened his campaign 
last evening with a vigorous speech 
setting forth the high importance of 
the office of District Attorney in the 
County of New York. What it should 
be in independence, in vigilance, in 
resolute investigation and punish- 
ment of crime he described in ar- 
dent but appropriate language. His 
own candidacy is based largely upon 
one principle which he singled ut. 
This is that the District Attorney 
should be above suspicion of being 
controlled by a party organization 
with favors to ask—favors which 
sometimes go beyond a demand for 
‘the appointment of assistants and 
reach the point of a request for pro- 
tection of political workers, or their 
supporters, accused of violations of 
the law. Against all this Mr. 
COUDERT, by solemn pledge, sets his 
face like a flint. His charges of neg- 
ligence and inefficiency against Dis- 
trict Attorney BANTON he makes 
less on personal-grounds than be- 
cause any District Attorney elected | 
by Tammany is involved in a vicious | 
system from which he cannot alto- 
gether free himself. 

It will..be. observed that Judge 
CRAIN, the Democratic candidate for 
District Attorney, of whom Mr. 
COUDERT speaks only with respect, 
takes a position not dissimilar to 
that of the Republican nominee. 
From’ his: experience on the bench, 
he knows well what the District 
Attorney ought to be and to do. In 
the plainest language Judge CRAIN 
binds himself to press with the ut- 
most rigor the fight against crime 
in this‘city. As if having in mind 
the admission of. District Attorney 
BANTON -that his office has been 
saddled with too many incompetent 
assistants, Judge CRAIN declares 
that if he is elected District Attor- 
ney his staff will be chosen “ from

The Communists have given 
mauch .provocation the social struc- 
tire in that fegion\is such as to 
have demanded of them tact they 
have not shown. .But in their fury 
against the stratige teachings, the lo- 
cal communities have forgotten the 
real grievances of their own labor 
and have taken the law into their 
hands in a mannner to bring upon 
them reproach and condemnation. 
The State authorities have done 
their best, apparently, to hunt down 
the mob leaders. During the course 
of the trial at Charlotte Judge BARN- 
HILL was 4 model ‘of impartial jus- 
tice. But kidnapping, flogging and 
murder go on, and: reports indicate 
that even the local mill-workers have 
taken part in the outrages. It is not 
surprising, in:view of.inflamed local 
sentiment, to find the country: people 
bent on “running the’ foreigners out 
of the State.” That is the immemo- 
rial position of tillers of the soil in 
such: circumstances. ;.Nor_is it sur- 
prising that what. The New Republic 
calls “the petty bourgeoisie” has 
joined the: mob, for the small mer- 
cantile class always sides with the 
capitalistic. But those who are de- 
nouncing North Carolina as.a back- 
ward State should reflect upon the 
participation in the outrages of the 
native mill-workers, for this means 
that sociology. and not economics is 
the problem primarily to be studied. 
Professor KNIGHT of.the Univer- 


| sity of. North Carolina, taking a long 


and cool view of the troubles, sees 
North Carolina suffering from the 
growing pains of industrialization 
and points to the fact that Northern 
and Eastern States have had _.the 
Same experience, though generally 
uncomplicated by communism, Other 
social students from afar have 
reached the same conclusion . and 
argue that only a campaign of edu- 
cation among workers and owners 
alike will bring peace and better 
working conditions. For their part 
they wish the Communists had never 
complicated the matter with provoc- 
ative speech and action. Things are 
difficult enough, even for’the prac- 
tical idealists. For the present: the 
job is to restore order and punish 
the lynchers. 


A TARIFF COMEDY. 


Hours were spént by the Senate 
on Tuesday in considering, not with- 
|out fine metaphysical quillets, the 
nature and limitations of the mark- 
ing of goods of foreign origin. The 
present tariff law provides that they 


shall be marked, stamped, or la- 
beled in legibie English words, in 
a conspicuous place that shall «aot 
be covered or obscured by any sub- 
sequent attachments or arrange- 
ments, so as to indicate the country 
of origin. 

By what wiles of the enemy se- 
duced did the makers of the House 
bill leave out the phrase “in a con- 
spicuous place”? The Finance Com- 
mittee amendment restoring it was 
adopted, but what is “‘a conspicuous 
place’? As Mr. BARKLEY said, a 
suit of clothes is marked on an 
| inside pocket.. To be. conspicuous, 
|mustn’t an object be exposed to the 
inaked eye? Mr. Smoor’s distine- 
tions were subtle. He admitted that 
| a Mark under a flange of structural 
steel was inconspicuous, but held 
that a label under a necktie was in 
@ conspicuous place. A label on the 
lapover would be inconspicuous; no 
notice to the buyer. The label-on a 
lady’s hat ought: to be somewhere 
on the outside, Apparently, “con- 
spicuous,” “visible,” ‘invisible ” 
are synonymous. 

Not only must the marking be in 
a@ conspicuous place, but it must: be 
“as nearly indelible and permanent 
“as the nature of the article. will 
“permit.” Mr. WALSH of Montana 
wanted to know if a Senator coming 
back. with .a suit of clothes made in 
London must wear the permanent 
and indelible label so long as he 
wore the suit. Mr. Smoot defined 
“indelible, and permanent”: “It 

“means until the goods are sold by 

“the retailer.” ‘That is hot the law, 
but Mr. SMooT’s say-so, replied Mr. 
WALSH, in effect. How does Mr. 
SMOOT, reach; this con¢lusion? The 
reader of the Congressional Record 
is more inclined to ask how any- 
thing or anybody reaches a concly- 
‘sini in” the. Seriate.! | The debate 
crawled-and sprawled along. 
» Still, here ‘was’ instructive «matter 
as to the wisdom with which tariffs 
are. made, and administered.” The 
House had attempted to give the 
Secretary of the Treasury discre- 
tién enough to make alittle less 
absurd and offensive the marking 
system. Mr. GEORGE told the Senate 
that m\the existing provisions, 
restored with a few exceptions by 
‘the Senate amendment, the Customs 
Court has had to rule that every 
page of an imported book of cigar- 
ette papers~must, he marked sep- 
- | arately. Mr. instanced the 
troubles of the ‘Treasury ‘in the 
marking of cork bottle-stoppers:

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OLD-AGE PENSIONS. 


It is one of the blessings brought 
by medical and surgical ‘skill, of pub- 
lic health education and supervision, 
and of better living conditions gen- 
erally, that the span of life is 
lengthened for thousands. The leases 
of life have been extended beyond 
the period for which our ancestors 
were able generally to secure them. 
But this benign result has an atten- 
dant shadow: more people are car- 
ried. beyond the period of maximum 
strength and productivity and into a 
state of dependence, This means 
that more attention must be given to 
the preparation for age, for in the 
very prospect of a longer life the 
need of funds for shelter, food and 
clothing, and often for added care, 
becomes more pressing. f 

With GOLDSMITH, most of us love 
“everything that’s old” except old 
age itself—“ old friends, old tunes, 
“old manners, old books and old 
“wine.” However tolerable, even 
beautiful and enjoyable, old age may 
be made, as LAELIUS said to CATO, 
by reason of resources, means and 
social position, amid utter want. it 
“cannot be a light thing ’—not even 
to a.wise man. It is good’ counsel to 
prepare for as long an old age as 
the actuary allows, and somewhat 
beyond, for who knows what indi- 
vidual life may not exceed this aver- 
age? But even with utmost taking 
thought fer the morrow, disasters 
may descend and trouble come that 
the greatest thrift could not have 
provided against. 

The chief objection urged in oppo- 
sition to an old-age pension system 
is that it would lessen individual and 
family prudence. But public provi- 
sion of some sort has to be made for 
those in distress and without private 
means, and the question is what is 
the better way to bring to them what 
society will not humanely let them 
be without. Undoubtedly homes for 
the aged will be required for some, 
but that is a field especially for pri- 
vate charity. For the rest, they will 
generally be better off with an allow- 
ance that supplements what they 
themselves or their children or other 
relatives or. friends can do for them 
in their homes. A policy that takes 
away even from the poorest their 
self-respect is unsound socially and 
economically. The..pension system 
must be administered with discrimi- 
nating care as well as with sym- 
pathy. ‘ 

Great industrial and commercial 
concerns are increasingly helping 
their employes to make provision for 
old age. The increase in group in- 
surance. .ig another indication. of 
thoughtfulness for the years beyond 
thosé of productive labor. But a 
great field of minor industries and 
small business remains uncovered. 
The State has a responsibility which 


| will be-met most effectively by doing 
| for the many what the great indus- 


tries out of their concern for the 
future of their own personnel are 
doing for the few. Governor ROOSsE- 
VELT is to be thanked for setting on 
foot the present inquiry into the 
feasibility of some such plan, 


ASKING QUESTIONS. 


Lively: curiosity in children is 
taken as a sign of healthy mental 
activity. Even. when the whys and 
what-fors have no answer known to 
any grown person, the modern par- 
ent or teacher tries to give a re- 
sponse that will not discourage the 
tendency to further inquiry. - Per- 
haps the encouragement of small 
questioners has now rebounded to 
adults. They ask questions just as 
freely, and in the opinion of JAMES 
TRUSLOW ADAMS, who writes cut- 
tingly about them in. the October 
Forum, they have not the child’s jus- 
tification. They -should try to. think 
out or find the answer themselves. 

A casual recollection of recent fads 
and discussions is enough to bear 
out. Mr. ADAMS’s contention that the 
question mark is as suitable a sym- 
bol of America as the dollar sign. 
The “ Ask-me-another ” craze, which 
he might have mentioned as a con- 
densation of the total attitude, is of 
course merely superficial. But it, 
too, confirms his ‘theory ‘that Amer- 
icans prefer’ to ask for facts and 

definite bits of information rather 
than to settle down to a freer; wider 
interchange of ideas. Instead of con- 
versation, they have a series of ques- 
tions and answers. 

In tracing the cause of this state

Good conversation cannot be 
forced. It requires leisure and a

fire questions, dealing mostly with 
matters of fact, take the place’ of 
conversation with people who ‘are 
hard pressed for time, space and 
money. 

The settlers of two centuries ago, 
who had to jettison their cultural 
heritage and interests: in’ order Ao. 
cut down trees and snipe at Indians 
skulking behind those that had not 
yet been cut, have been replaced 
by settlers in the Country of the 
High Standard who have had to 
throw overboard their cultural 
tastes: (the heritage has gone) in 
order to pay rent, get a cook, have 
two or three bathrooms, and a mo- 
tor car or two. 
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RUSSIAN PLANS. 


In Russia, as elsewhere, revolu- 
tion continues to devour its own 
children. A _ brief statement an- 
nounces the retirement of LUNA- 
CHARSKY, Commissar of Public In- 
struction and the most amiable fig- 
ure in the Kremlin group. One can 
only conjecture whethér his going is 
due. to natural causes or to his well- 
known talent for blazing indiscre- 
tions.. The frankest exposure of con- 
ditions in the Russian schools has 
regularly come from the Minister 
of Education. Impressionable or 
optimistic American obsérvers com- 
ing out of Russia with reports of 
good intentions for ‘accomplished 
fact in the Soviet schools have had 
their rosy accounts. corrected by 
LUNACHARSKY’S own figures, These 
would indicate. that Russian educa- 
tion as a whole is still far below the 
pre-war level. The Soviet Govern- 
ment today is peculiarly sensitive to 
criticism, and the Commissar may 
have spoken out once too often. 
Though an original member of the 
Bolshevist party and one of LENIN’S 
earliest collaborators, LUNACHAR- 
SKY, the author-esthete, has always 
been suspect of a heavy bourgeois 
taint; and everything now is swing- 
ing Leftward. 

Conjecture is not called for in the 
case of M. I. FRUMKIN, Assistant 
Commissar of Finance, who has just 
been dismissed. Specifically, his er- 
ror consists: in doubting the. feasi- 
bility of the famous Five-Year Plan, 
which calls for the complete indus- 
trial rehabilitation of the country by 
the year 1934, Within that. time and 
by the investment of 15,000,000,000 
rubles on industry, with other vast 
sums on agricultural ‘and electrical 
development, the country is to be 
endowed with more than forty long- 
distance power stations, coal output 
is to be increased from 35,000,000 
tons to 75,000,000 tons, the output 
of chemical fertilizer is to be in- 
creased fiftyfold, and more than 
20,000,000 peasants are to be 
brought within. the scope of the 
cooperative farm. movement; this 
aside from the primary objective of 
bringing the factories proper up to 
the point where the supply of manu- 
factured goods can at Iast cope with 
demand. 

Because he ventured to criticize 
the magnificent scope of the Five- 
Year Plan in a country destitute of 
capital reserves and living on short 
rations—“ the queue has become 4 
Recess of life which disorganizes 

‘our productive system ”—BUKHA- 
RIN, who was looked upon with

Canadian resentment canines cer- 
tain proposed increases in American 
tariffs has stimulated «anew the 
movement to substitute products of 
the empire for, American’ goods. 
Since Canada today leads all other 
nations in the share of our trade, 
any such move cannot. but_be. of 
concern to the United States. It is 
true that in the long run not senti- 
ment but prices determine the trend 
of commerce, But it is’ foolish to 
suppose that to antagonize one’s 
best customer will make him more 
anxious to do business, 

Neither trade losses nor gains 
justify incurring’ bitterness and. dis- 
trust in place of the understanding 
and cooperation that ‘have ‘so ‘long 
marked Canadian-American réla- 
tions. If Canada can buy her coal 
cheaper .in England, the United 
States cannot object. But if either 
nation by special discrimination

We should 
be ungrateful ‘if'we forgot. that it 
was ‘Count R: N. Coudenhove-Kal- 
ergi who started the Pan-European 
movement. Nor should we forget 
that M. Briand: has for some. years 
been. the honorary President of the 
Pan-European Union, with ‘its head- 
quarters’ in Vienna, of which ‘the 
Count is the founder and president. 

In view of the sharp division. of 
opinion in: the United States in. re- 
gard.to the United States of Europe, 
it may be useful to recount the prin- 
ciples which the Count and his Pan- 
Europeans have sought to propagate. 

The movement began in 1923, when 
the Count issued his ‘‘Pan-European 
Manifesto,” and in the same year he 
published his. book, ‘‘Pan, Europe,” 
which has.become.a sort of Bible of 
the advocates of the United States 
of Europe. Far from being hostile 
to this country, the Pan-Europeans, 
as.shown in their: publications. and 
annual congresses, gratefully ac- 
knowledge their debt. to the United 
States and to .the Pan-American 
movemeht ‘for their pioneer work.

fabulous total of lire gieaned in 
sunny Italy. He has decided to give 
up posing and remain plain Edgar 
LaPlante of Pawtucket, R. I., and 
go in for some ordinary job like 
umbrella fixing, something without 
the romance attached to the réle of 
Chief White Elk. 

Several years ago, when an Ameri- 
can Indian film was being prepared 
for showing. on the Continent, Mr. 
LaPlante, being in London‘and hav- 
ing that raw-boned ap ce that 
might pass him for Indian, accepted 
a ‘job as ballyhooer for the film 
company. 


Makes Humble Start. 


With an array of feathers, buck- 
skin and monosyllabic words, Mr. 
LaPlante enticed customers to the 
box offices by his quaint representa- 
tion.of Lo, the Indian. Seated before 
the theatres of the Continent, his 


long, sad face attracted the interest 
and sympathy of the royal and the 
wealthy. 

“Howl” Chief White Elk would 
say, in greeting to the solicitous folk 
who stood before him: And before 
long they were beginning to remark 
between themselves how the early 
Americans had not given the Indian 
a square deal. 

This sort of thing went on, Mr. 
LaPlante said yesterday when he ar- 
rived on the American Export steamer 
Executive, until one day in Nice 
the Countess Melanie Kevénhuller, 
wealthy beyond computation, he in- 
sisted, was attracted by the wistful 
way in which he enunciated ‘thow’’ 
and ‘“‘and how.”’ Her daughter, so 
he related, was also attracted. Her 
name was the oueeas Antonia. 

Mr. LaPlante said he realized at 
the time that he was not a real 
Indian. and: that pis real name was 
not Chief White El However, as 
he felt sure any one with a spark of 
romance may see, it was hard for 
him to disavow a réle that meant ‘so 
much in attention and money. 

The Countess and her fair daugh- 
ter made a hero of LaPlante. Before 
long he. was being entertained in 
their homes and the homes of their 
friends. Came the time when he 
would find such a little souvenir as 
100,000 lira undér his dinner plate. 
The family diamonds and ‘other 
jewels were pressed on him to atone, 
in small part, for'the agony his poor 
people had endured in cruel America.

Psychiatrist Declares. Antiquated 
Conditions Tend to Foster 
Outbreaks.

TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 19.—‘‘New 
York State’s prisons are archaic, 
crowded, filthy; their inmates idle, 
disgruntled, .inflamed—there is your 
reason for the prison revolts with 
which the papers have been filled,” 
said Dr. Walter N. Thayer Jr., Super- 
intendent of the New York State 
Institution. for Defective Delinquents 
and a leading authority on psychi- 
atry in an interview here today on 
his arrival to attend the American 
Prison Association convention — 
opens tomorrow.. 

“To attribute a reason to ‘fhe re- 
cent revolts in United States prisons 
—and here I refer to New York State 
in particular—you have to picture 
a variety of surrounding circum- 
stances,’’ he ‘said. 

‘‘New York State’s last old prison 
was built in 1845, when the popula- 
tion of the city was 2,500,000. Now 
the population has increased to 12,- 
000,000. The State population has 
increased 400 per cent, but the cell 
capacity of the State’s prisons has 
increased only 33 per cent. 


Sentences More Severe. 


Picture, with this terrible crowd- 
ing,’’ he went on, ‘‘men incarcerated 
for longer periods, Five or ten. years 
ago the average sentence of those 
confined to our State institutions 
was two and a half years; now the 
average period is séven years. Sen- 
tences have increased enormously in

‘Ff you can get the impression of 
disgruntled, idle men, confined un- 
der crowded conditions, in filthy 
stone cells, you can understand how 
these revolts break out,’’ he said. 

‘‘New York State has three archaic 
prisons, dating back as far as 1825, 
and, although. there has been an 
alarming increase in crime, no ap- 
parent effort has been made to in- 
crease prison accommodations or 
better existing conditions in the old 
prisons.”* 

Dr. Fhayer had noted the public 
denunciation ‘of the shooting of re- 
volting prisoners, but he said, ‘‘What 
are we going to do about it?

Machine Age Gives Life More Lei- 
sure and More Opportunities 
for Culture, He Says.

HANOVER, N. H., Sept. 19.— 
Warning the student body that Dart- 
mouth College must restrict its un- 
dergraduates to those, ‘‘who will be 
most understanding of its purposes, 
most receptive of its ideals and most 
capable of using its advantages,”’ 
President Ernest M. Hopkins today 
opened the i6ist.year of the college 
at the convocation in Webster Hall. 
Declaring that he desired particu- 
larly to speak of the relations be- 
tween the undergraduate body and 
the college, President Hopkins’ said 
that its officers are ‘‘forced to hold 
due reservation and to remain only 
mildly impressed by eloquent conten- 
tions that colleges exist solely to sat- 
isfy the wishes of the undergradu- 
ates.’’ He continued in part: 
“Rightly interpreted, the argument 
is sound, but usually it is not right] 
interpreted. The perspicacious col- 
lege will be far more solicitous to 
provide the man the undergraduate 
is to become with what he will hold 
to have been valuable to him than to 
provide what a nebulous undergrad- 
vate sentiment, which periodically 
vacillates according to cycles, ap- 
pears to desire at any given time. 
“I do not mean by this that the 
official college should ever make 
itself imaccessible to the opinions 
and desires of the undergraduates or 
‘should be unwilling to weigh the 
‘merits of arguments which they may 
‘gubmit in r d to the conduct or 
! the policies of the college. I do mean 
‘that what seems best for mankind 
jag a whole cannot be forgotten or 
‘ignored in ege management for 
epe4 eatisfaction of conform- 
an e eral undergraduate 
or the desires of self-cen- 
tered individuals. 
_#¢°The liberal college is interested in 
@he wholeness of life and in all 
human thinking and in all human ac- 
tivity. Its consideration is given 
mainly to the common denominators 
which make for fullness of life rather 
than with exclusive interests which 
ignore vital phases of human exist- 
ence.. It is characterized as liberal 
because it recognizes no master to 
limit its right to seek knowledge and 
no boundaries beyond which it has 
» not the right to search. Its prim 
concern is not .with what men shall 
do, but with what men shall be. 
“The objective of the liberal col- 
lege is to stimulate minds to activity 
in consideration ot present-day prob- 
lems under restraint of lessons of the 
past and under spur of imagination 
as to the possibilities of the future.

USES NEW TREATMENT 
IN PERNICIOUS ANEMIA 


University of | Michigan Study 
Indicates Remedy Is More 
Effective Than Liver. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Sept. 19 (#. 
—The Ann Arbor Daily News says 
today that a new treatment for per- 
nicious anemia has been developed 
by scientists of the University of 
Michigan. The treatment consists 
of an extract made from the hog,’s 
stomach. 

The treatment resulted from ex- 
periments started last Spring at the 
Thomas Henry Simpson Memorial 
Institute, which was founded for the 
purpose of finding a cure for per- 
nicious anemia. The treatment was 
developed by Dr. Cyrus C. Sturgis, 
director of the institute, and Dr. 
Raphael Isaacs, associate director, 
working in conjunction with Dr. 
Elwood A. Sharp, director of the de- 
partmént of experimental medicine 
of Parke, Davis & Co. 

Study of patients in the institute 
receiving the treatment indicated 
that the blood-building agent in the 
new substance was more effective by 
a considerable percentage than that 
which had been demonstrated in 
liver-treated patients. The use of 
liver has been recognized for some 
time as valuable in the treatment of 


pernicious anemia. 

Dr. Sturgis said that the work has 
not reached a stage where the ex- 
tract is available for distribution to 
medical centres, practicing phy-

Mexican President Says It Is Guar- 
antee of Free Election. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 19 UP).—The 
fact that no one has accused the gov- 
ernment or the army of interfering 
in. the prep-vations for the Mexican 
Presidential elections on Nov. 17 is 
proof that impartial elections will be 
guaranteed and that the army has 
separated itself entirely from politics, 
President Portes Gil declared in a 
speech tonight at.a banquet given by 
a group of high army officers to 
Secretary of War Amaro. . 

Fortunately the Dictator and tyrant 
tyne is disappearing from Mexican 
history, the esident continued, and 
the army is now commanded by men 
who unselfishly collaborate with re- 
publican institutions, upholding and 
defending the social program which 
the government is carrying out. 

The President said the army is not 
to be blamed for past disturbances in 
Mexico, but men who influenced it 
were responsible. 

Secretary Amaro said the Mexican 
army was loyally developing the pro- 
gram mapped out for it by General 
Calles when he was Tresident.

Prices of Stocks Irregular Again 
Call Money 10 Per Cent, 
Then 7. 





“The call ménéy market relaxed yes- 


| terday, rates falling off from 10 per 


cent to 7, but the stock market 
moved more irregularly than the day 
before. The brokers’ loan account 
again failed to respond to the past 
week’s recurrent decline in ‘stocks. 
It did not rise at the recent weekly 
pace of $100,000,000 to $130,000,000, 


-| but the $95,000,000 addition made the 


total increase in somewhat less than 
a month $484,000,000. The present 
outstanding total is - $2,099,000,000 
above that of a year ago; supposing 
expansion to continue at the rate of 
these past four weeks, the increase 
in the next twelve months would be 
nearly $6,000,000,000. : 

No such unchecked expansion is on 
the yearly records. Still, it must be 
observed that the great increase of 
recent weeks has occurred in a 'pe- 
riod when new borrowings have al- 
ways heretofore been relatively 
small,’ and that we are now ap- 
proaching the period when employ- 
ment of such credit has usually been 
largest. It was noticeable, in yester- 
day’s report, that the week’s suffi- 
ciently large increase in such bor- 
rowings was provided almost wholly 
by the banks; additions to loans by 
“others” was relatively small. 

From the Reserve System’s weekly 
statement it appeared that the 
Reserve Banks have been releasing 
credit with some freedom. They 
added $18,900,000 to their holdings of 
acceptances, making the increase 
$185,000,000 sinee the second week 
of July, and the addition to their 
holdings of government securities, 
$18,900,000, was the largest of the 
season. This hardly bears out the 
lately prevalent theory that the high 
Wall Street money rates were solely 
a consequence of action by the 
Federal Reserve—any more than the 
brokers’ loan and member bank re- 
turns support the theory that reduc- 
tion of collateral loans by private 
banks, under the instigation of the 
Reserve Board, has turned a 4 per 
cent money rate into one of 8 or 10. 

The day’s stock-market movement 
was confused, advances and declines 
being distributed at the end with 
entire irregularity. One or two of 
the advances were of spectacular 
dimensions, though effected on small 
business. Sterling showed no signs 
of recovery. 

As had been generally expected, the 
Bank of England made no change in 
its official discount rate; but the 
previous day’s withdrawal of gold 
from its reserve for Paris, coupled 
with some earlier ‘‘ear-markings,”’ 
caused a net loss of nearly $2,000,000 
for the week. This brings the 
Bank’s total gold holdings nearly 
$195,000,000 below those of a year 
ago and $92,000,000 below those re- 
ported when gold payments were re- 
sumed in April, 1925. Continued re- 
turn of bank notes from ciréulation 
as the holiday season was ending— 
this past week’s decrease was almost 
loss of 
gold from leaving the note issue 
above the “fiduciary limit,’ which 
allows it to go no more than £260,- 
000,000 above the amount covered up 
to its face in gold, unless under spe- 
cial authorization. 

Had the circulation increased in 
the last six weeks, instead of decreas- 
ing £10,000,000, that limit would 
already have been reached as 4 
consequence of the gold withdrawals. 
As it is, the return of notes to the 
Bank has so far built up the banking

“Yields of other small grains, in- 
cluding Spring wheat, oats, barley 
arid rye, will probably be less than 
last year, but not far from the five- 
year average production. September 
forecasts indicate that 67 per cent of 
this year’s 1,200,000,000-bushel oat 
crop been produced in the Bur- 
lington States. Normally about 63 per 
cent of the oat crop is grown in these 
States, ; 

My ny beet crop prospects are ex- 
cellent.

Mr. Conway made these assertions 
in an address on the major invest-|° 
ment problems created by ‘‘the cur- 
rent trend away from bond holdings 
toward more profitable investments.”’ 

His opinions, he said, were based 
not only upon personal observation, 
but upon conversations with other 
commissioners and responses to 
questionnaires distributed among 
presidents of life. insurance com- 

anies transacting business in New 

ork on the “advisability of liberal- 
izing, restricting or modifying our 
investments statutes.”’ 

The Wales-Merriam’ amendment to 
Section 100 of the New York insur- 
ance law, adopted by the Legisla- 
ture in 1928, permitting the invest- 
ment of life insurance funds in pre- 
ferred stocks ‘and designed to 
“broaden the field” of investment, 
*tundoubtedly has accomplished its 
purpose,”” Mr. Conway said. 

Yet flaws have been discovered in 
it and studies are under way with a 
view to correcting ambiguities of 
definition of such terms as ‘‘pre- 
ferred” and ‘“‘earnings,’’ he said. 

Notable instances o the success of 
life insurance companies operating 
outside New York with investments 
in common stock, he said, ‘‘have 
raised the question in some very in- 
telligent minds’’ of the advisability 
of “further and more radical,conces- 
sions; for legislative consent to in- 
vestment of life insurance funds. in 
common stocks—with certain limita- 
tions, of course.’ 

Continuing, Mr. Conway said: 

“T am aware of the tremendous

he last five years and of the almost 
constant and continuous upward 
movement of the prices of the better 
industrials, utilities and railroads. It 
is this phenomenal advance which 
has influenced the advocates of the 
common stock investment for life in- 
surance funds.

Explains Plan to Ores: Who 
Object to Freight Terminal 
East of Ninth Avenue. 








PUBLIC HEARING GRANTED 





Harbor Officials Also Say They 
Will..Weleome Suggestions of 
Other Locations. 





Officials of the Port of New York 
Authority laid their plans for the 
$9,000,000 union freight station where 
less-than-carload freight of the sev- 
eral railroads can be collected from 
the rail ends in New Jersey for dis- 
tribution in New York, before trade 
and. civic groups and real estate men 
at a conference yesterday at the 
Port Authority offices, 75 West 
Street. 

The site tentatively selected for the 
building is the block bounded by 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues and Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth Streets. The 
principal objection to this site ex- 
pressed yesterday was the fact that 
realty operators hope to develop a 


residential district there and fear 
the effect the terminal will have on 
their plans, 

The Port Authority explained that 
trucking in -the city would be de- 
creased by the use of the terminal 
and that freight would approach the 
terminal through Eighth Avenue. 
The conferees were asked to suggest 
a better site in the a 

Among the groups represented 
were the Central ercantile Asso- 
ciation, the Eighth Avenue Associa- 
tion and the est Side Taxpayers’ 
Association. After the conference 
the Port Authority. announced that 
a hearing on the matter will be held 
Oct. 1 at 2:30 P. M. 

Howard S.:Cullman, commissioner 
of the Port Authority and chairman 
of its inland terminal committee, is- 
sued a supplemental statement set- 
ting forth the facts; which included 
the following: 

“The first ‘inland terminal, it is 
proposed. will be a clearing house, 
purely and simplv. for less-than-car- 
; load lot shinpments,. and will not 
‘handle perishable goods. ose 
merchants *who* occupy the upper 
stories of the building will quite 
naturally receive and forward their 
merchandise by” freight elevators, 
thereby eliminating another step in 
economic distribution, and thereby 
further relieving traffic congestion in 
the metropolitan area.
